Continuation of 3. NOTE: The limitation that particular layers are designed to be worn closer to the body than others requires further 
search and consideration of claim 1 . The limitation that particuar layers are designed to be located on a part of the apron closer to or 
further from a skin layer does not appear to be supported in the original specification. While Pg. 15, Lns. 13-15 of the Original Specification 
refers to a "skin side" of an apron, there does not appear to be any description that the apron is designed to have distinct sides where one 
side is designed to be worn closer to the body than the other side. 
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
